WASHINGTON, Sept. 27. — (By the 
Associated Press.) The Committee on 
Ways and Means has begun the consid- 
eration of a new tariff bill. There is an 


intimation that the Secretary of the° 


Treasury favors an increase in the in- 
terhal révenue tax on whisky, beer and 
tobacco as the best means of raising 
the additional revenue necessary to 
meet the increasing deficits of the gov- 
ernment. 


FIFTY-THIRD CONGRESS. 
EXTRA SESSION. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 27.—(By the 
Associated Press.) SENATE.—The reso- 
lution which was offered yesterday by 
Senator Dubois (Rep.) of Idaho to post- 
pone legislation on the Federal elec- 
tion law, the finance and tariff until 
January 25, because of vacancies in the 
Senatorial representation of Washing- 
ton, Montana and Wyoming, was taken 
up, and Mr. Dubois addressed the Sen- 
ate in advocacy of its adoption. 

He detailed the importance of the 
question involved in these but partially 
represented States in the legislation 
engaging the attention of Congress. 
He had no doubt that if the resolution 
was adopted the Governors of these 
States would lay aside every consi.icra- 
tion than their duty to their S:atee, 
and that their full quota of Senators 
would Be present when Congress re- 
sumed consideration of the niatters 
referred to in the resolutiogg 

Senator. Washburn of Minnesota in- 
quired whether there was any more 
prospect of the election ‘of Senators 
from these States if the resolution was 
adopted than now 

Senator Dubois had not the shadow 
of a doubt that the legislatures would 
be assembled and elect Senators if 
these matters were postponed. The 
people of these States firmly believed 
that the Senate intended to rob them 
of a part of their representation and 
then pass these laws before they could 
send Senators to the Senate. He re- 
pudiated that idea, but it was preva- 
lent in those States . 

Senator Mitchell of Oregon regarded 
the proposition of the Senator from 
Idaho as one of the most remarkable 
ever presented to the Senate, and for 
this reason, notwithstanding his great 
sympathy with the three States who 
for the time hging are deprived of full 
representation, he would oppose the 
resolution to the bitter end. It was a 
proposition that could not be main- 
tained for a _ solitary moment. The 


governors of these States had taken, 


no steps to secure full representation 
for their States, and yet the Senate was 
asked to postpone important legislation 
to accommodate the convenience of 
those States. 

Senator Chandler of New Hampshire 
suggested the course to pursue was to 
postpone the resolution until legitimate 
action on the repeal bill was discussed. 

Senator Wolcott of Colorado said that 
although the resolution would be of no 
practical benefit, its introduction was 
a source of gratification, because it 
was a notice to the people of Washing-. 
ton, Montana and Wyoming that their 
interests were.not forgotten. The op- 
ponents of repeal knew the Democratic 
side of the Senate did not favor the 


cloture. On the Republican side, out- 


side of the silver Senators, there were 


ever before: occurred. Coming to the 
reference to himself, Senator Gorman 
‘said he did not believe the Senator 
from Colorado would stand upon the 
statement made, “‘for’’ said Mr, Gorman, 
“I take it that he alluded to myself 
and the Senator from Rhode Island.” 

Senator Wolcott was quickly on his 
feet. “‘We have been advised,” said 
he, “that there has been a consultation 
of Senators going on for some days; 
that the Senator from Rhode Island 
is marshalling the forces of the friends 
of repeal on this side, and thatthe 
Senator from Maryland has been mar- 
Shalling the members on that side 
who favor repeal, with a view of agree- 
ing. upon some further and more vigor- 
ous measures which shall compel the 
Senate to sit longer hours, in order, if 
possible, by that method to force a 
vote. I shall be very glad if I am 
misinformed.”’ 

“I have been @ member of this body 
for twelve years,’’ said Mr. Gorman, 


time that I have ever known a Senator 
through himself, or his agents, to 
,listen at the committeé-rvom doors or 
from information received from eaves- 
droppers tell the Senate of a private 
conference of Senators upon any sub- 
ject. It is not necessary,” continued 
Senator Gorman, contemptuously, “*to 
Say more ot such an ‘iacident.” 

Mr. Gorman also said he was not 
the mouthpiece of the President. “His 
patronage,” said he, “I know nothing 
of. I care nothing for it. I neither 
have it. nor wish it, but there is no 
man who has been more careful in 
using the great power of his office than 
the present President. If he may be 
criticised at all, it :would be proper to 
say he has been” So careful of it that 
he has scarcely done his party justice.’’ 
(Applause from the gallery.) 

Senator Aldrich denied that he had 
at any time undertaken any conference 
to represent anybody but himself. 

Senator Wolcott said he had care- 
fully abstained from the slightest re 
flection, by inuendo or otherwise, upon 
the Senator from Maryland. “I should 
not rise to reply to his insinuations,’’ 
said he, ‘‘were it not that he has seen 
fit to suggest that I listened at the 
committee-room doors.”’ 

“I did not say that,’ replied Senator 
Gorman. “I said if he had taken his 
information from an eavesdropper who 
was at the committee-room doors.”’ 

Mr. Wolcott said the Senator from 
Maryland knew he would scorn dis- 
honorable methods. He characterized 
as untrue the statement that the reso- 
lution was introduced to consume timc. 

The repeal bill was then taken up, 
and Senator Pasco of Florida addressed 
the Senate in favor of repeal. 

Senator Teller then addressed the 
Senate on the repeal bill. Before he 
concluded his remarks the Senate went 
into executive session and soon ad- 
journed. 

HOUSE.—Representative Morse of 
Massachusetts created quite a wrangle 
over the refusal of the House to per- 
mit him to print some newspaper ex- 
tracts in connection with his recent 
criticism of Commisrioner Lochrane. 

Representative BR nd presénted a 
substitute for Representative Loud’s 
resolution calling for imformation as 
to how much silver was purchased in 
July and August, and asking the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury why the full 
amount required under the act of 1890 
had not been purchased in those 
months. Representative Morse, who 
was vexed ov the refusal of the 
House to permit him to load the Con- 
gressional Record with his abyse of 
Commissioner Lochrane, made the point 
of no quorum, and for three hours 
blockaded all business in this way, 
when his resolution finally carried by a 
vote of 188 to 1. 

The Tucker bill then came up and 
Representative Lawson of Georgia ad- 
dressed the House in support of the 
measure. His argument was from the 
standpoint of States’ rights. 

Representative Daniels of New York, 
who followed Mr. Lawson in opposi- 
tion, argued that the election laws were 
absolutely necessary to obtain honesty 
and security at the Congressional and 
PreSidential elections. 

At the conclusion of his speech the 
House at 5:45 p.m. adjourned.

fate of the capital of Brazil is settled 
one way or the other. 

The bombardment yesterday is said 
to have ceased only when foreign war 
vesels threatened to turn their guns on 
the rebels if the city was not spared. 
Negotiations were resumed between 
the government and the rebels at in- 
tervals, with apparently no _ better 
chance of a peaceful termination of the 
struggle than some weeks ago. 


A DENUNCIATION, 


Premier Gladstone Gives His Opinion of the 
House of Lords. 

EDINBURGH, Sept. 27.—(By Cable 
and Associated Press.) Gladstone ar- 
rived here at 4:30 p.m., and was met 
at the railway station by the Reception 
Committee. He was escorted to Albert 
Hall, the place where he was to de- 
liver his great home-rule speech. The 
hall being close to the railroad station, 
the neighborhood of those two points 
and the road between was jammed 
with people. So thickly was the crowd 
packed that several fainted while the 


cheering and- rushing. were going on... | 
Upon entering Albert Hall with his 


wife and adughter, the Premier re- 
ceived a rapturous reception. The hall 
has a seating capacity of only 1200, but 
3000 crowded ihto it. The moment the 
audience saw the Premier entering the 
hall, every man and woman rose and 
waved their hats and handkerchiefs in 
the air, and burst out singing ‘“‘He’s a 
Jolly Good Fellow.’”’ When Gladstone 
had been introduced to the representa- 
tives of Midlothian and was able to 
commence his @peech, the cheering 
lasting some minutes after he bowed 
to the assemblage, he began his re- 
marks in a loud, firm voice heard in 
every part of the hall. In the early 
part of his speech he gave no indica- 
tion of the intention to make the long- 
expected attack upon the upper House. 

He began by saying that he hoped 
for some Scotch legislation before the 
end of the year which would be of 
benefit to Scotland at large and the 
poor crofters in particular. The Irish 
question barred progress in that direc- 
tion, and it was only.just to say that 
the lords were responsible for the fact 
that this barrier was still remaining. 
Continuing, Gladstone said the ques- 
tion of home rule for Ireland was com- 
ing rapidly upon them. He hoped that 
should at any time the occasion arise 
for soliciting their votes, they would 
be given in a way not to undo or dis- 
honor the commanding strength of Lib- 
cralism in Midlothian. (Loud Cheers.) 

Gladstone expressed the hope that a 
home-rule bill of SOme description for 
Scotland might become a law within 
the near future. (Cheers.) e‘Home 
rule for Ireland,’’ said Gladstone, his 
form seeming to grow taller and more 
powerful, as he touched upon his favor- 
ite subject, ‘‘might, by some, be re- 
garded as a failure, but,’’ cried the 
veteran statesman, raising his hand

STOLE AN IRONCLAD. 
Argentine Rebels Run O/f With an Old Gus 
boat

BUENOS AYRES, Sept. 27.(By Cable- 


Some rebel 
sailors today seized the old ironclad 
Anddes, and, getting up steam unob- 
served, steamed away to Rosalio before 
the government vessels could intercept 
them, and sold th ship. The govern- 
ment sent two torpedo-boats in pur- 
suit, and it is believed the rebels will 
be captured and brought back to port.

ALMOST A PANIC. 


An Exciting Incident on Indiana Day at the 
Fair. 
CHICAGO, Sept. 27.—(By the Asso- 
ciated Press.) Indiana day at the fair 
was nearly marred by a serious acci- 


dent. Gen. Harison’s presence at the 
State . building drew an enormous 
crowd. The people jammed against 


the building, and the mob became a 
swaying, unmanageable mass. When 
Mr. Harrison had been speaking but a 
few moments the people serged for- 
ward to hear “his, remarks, and sud- 
denly there was a scream from the 
center of the crowd which almost 
caused a panic. 

Women screamed and the men 
pushed. The ex - President ceased 
speaking and urged the crowd to re- 
main quict.

A Maniac on Chicago's 
Board of Trade, 


Panic Independent of any 
Speculation 


Bulls and Bears Both Routed 
from the Pit. 


A Madman’s Crazy Effort to 
Save His Soul. 


Sign-painter Belden's Sudden Outbreak—Twe 
Men and a Woman Reached by His 
Bullets—His Infirmity Due 
toa Divorce.

CHICAGO, Sept. 27.—(By the Assoct- 
ated Press.) A fusillade of bullets was 


fired into the wheat pit in the Board ~~~ 


of Trade rooms about noon today. The 
traders scattered in a hurry. Business 
came to a standstill, and the wildest ex- 
citement ensued. A. N. Bennett, a 
broker, received a frightful wound in 
the neck, and Charles Roswell, a tele 
graph operator, was shot in the chin, 
shattering his face. The shooter ‘was a 
red-headed man in the gallery. He was 
cuickly overpowered and taken to the 
secretary’a office. He is supposed to 
be insane. 

The shooter gained access to the 
visitors’ gallery a few minutes before 
the tragedy. He fired five shots at 
random into the pit. Bonnett was sec- 
1etary of the Board’s Mutual Bemefit 
Association, and a prominent member 
o¢ the board. 

The man, after being taken in charge 
by the police, gave the name of Cas- 
sius Belden of No. 365 La Salle ave- 
nue, Chicago. He is undoubtedly a 
maniac. .The shooting caused the 
wildest excitement on the floor. The 
panic-stricken brokers dashed for the 
exits, causing a jam which threatened 
to become serious. The sound of the 
shots and the hurrying out of the board 
habitues notified outsiders that some- 
thing unusual had transpired, and in a@ 
few minutes thousands had gathered in 
and around 1 the big building. | 
reaching the police station the prisoner 
asked to see a reporter. He said he 
was a carriage painter by trade. He 
told a long, rambling story about hav- 
ing been hypnotized by a man named 
Nones, three years ago, and: having 
ever since. He at last reached an ex- - 
alted stage, and declared it had been 
a hard struggle for his bread, but when 
they began to sell his soul on the 
Board of Trade, he resisted. They have 
already sold his iwo children in Phil- 
adelphia, where, he says, he has & 
wife. He is dressed as a laboring man, 

Mrs. W. W. Lewis, of Titusville, Pa., 
‘one of the speculators in the other 
gallery, started downstairs as soon as 
the shooting began, and the last bullet 
glanced, and siruck her in the back, 
causing*a flesh wound from which she 
fainted. She was removed to her home. 

Bennett and Roswell, who were 
thought to be fatally wounded, are re- 
ported tonight to be likely to recover, 
The man who did the shooting has been 
identified as Cassius Beldin, a _  sign- 
painter who lived with his sister, Mrs. 
A. Williams. a dressmaker, and 4 
brother, T. A. Beldin, a Board of Trade 
speculator. Mrs. Williams her 
brother became insane five years ago 
when divorced from his wife at Cam- 
den, N. J. She thinks he, acted today 
under the belief that his*brother was 
being robbed by other traders on the 
board. He was released from the in- 
sane asylum at Kankakee only a few 
months ago.

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The Stronghold of the Republic. 

There is one valuable lesson that 
Americans have learned that is yet to 
be acquired and practiced by younger 
republics before their establishment 
can be looked upon as permanent and 
hopeful, as passed beyond the stage 
of mere experiment, and that is the 
lesson of patient waiting. 

The people of the United States un- 
der the control and the mismanage- 
ment of the party at present in power 
are exercising that virtue to its fullest 
extent. There is no talk of revolution 
because of the general financial de- 
pression and threatened tariff tinkering, 
which comes with Democratic rule, but 
the people at large are waiting, with 
what patience they may, to right all 
these evils by the ballot. They regard 
the present condition of political af- 


“fairs in this country as~a—means of 


education to the heretofore thought- 
less masses, whose votes were secured 
at the last national election by ca- 
jolery and fine promises, which have 
never been fulfilled. 

A man or a people to be fit for self- 
government must be able to consider 
intelligently the great questions upon 
which party differences rest,, and to 
decide them according to their merits. 
Of course, in a government like ours, 
there will always be more than one 
party. Men cannot all think alike. 
They view facts and principles from 
different intellectual and moral stand- 
points, and reason according to difer- 
ent results. But the safety of a re- 
public is not endangered by the exist- 
ence of different political parties, but 
is rather strengthened by it, for it 
has a restraining influence. The party 
in power regards the “outs’? as a sort 
of tribunal which is to pass sentence 
upon its actions, and who will hold 
it strictly accountable for any viola- 
tion of constitutional authority. The 
rule of one party is made an object 
in which they 
study the governmental evils which 
exist, and.seek to find in their -own 
party the means for their rectification, 
for we can see the wrong which others 
do better than we can see it when 
done by ourselves. 

The Republican party came into ex- 
istence at a time of great national 
danger. It was born of loyalty and 
love of country, and during the earlier 
years of its existence but few evils 
crept in to mar its policy. Its stirring 
watchword was “patriotism—no North, 
no South, no East, no West, but one 
great common country.” And for this 
the party labored, and under Republi- 
can rule, the country desolated by the 
greatest war of history, saw its vast 
armies disbanded and peace and unex- 
ampled prosperity restored to the land. 
The life of the nation was assured, and 
all the streams of industry were 
quickened, the sounds of traffic were 
again everywhere heard and under the 
domination of this party the nation 
sprang into a new life, fuller of prom- 
ise and freedom. But later some 
abuses crept in, although’ the princi- 
ples of the party remained intact, and 
a course of purging was found to be 
both purifying and cleansing. 

And gradually the South was com- 
ing back to its share of power in the 
government. It had no love for the 
Republican party, and, as before the 
war, it was ready to again clasp hands 
with the Democratic party of the 
North. By. their united votes Cleve- 
land was elected then, and after four 
more years of Republican sway, has 
again been elected. These years have 
been yearg of an educational process, 
and it is a bitter school in which the 
nation is now learning the evils and 
dangers attendant upon Democratic 
power. The Republican party sees 
wherein it may have erred, and is 
waiting patiently for the four years 
of Cleveland rule to expire before it 
Shall again take up the reins of power 
and conduct the country once more 
into the paths of assured safety and 
prosperity. 

Until the country is sufficiently en- 
lightened to exercise this. spirit of 
patient forbearance and waiting for 
wrengs to be righted by the ballot and 
to cheerfully abide by its decision, how- 
ever disagreeable it may be to the mi- 
nority, enlightened self-government is 
not a triumph to be hoped for or ex- 
pected. 

An enduring republic can only be 
based upon a willingness to yield to 
the voice of the majority, and it is 
just here that the danger to our South 
American sister republics comes in. 
They are not willing to accept the 
verdict of the people, and a revolution 
grows out of the fact that the party 
out of power is dissatisfied because of 
their failure to be in power. They have 
not yet accepted the right of the bal- 
lot as the instrument of power to de- 
cide the questions at issue between 
them. In this we are in advance of 
all of the republics of today. No mat- 
ter how bitter our political contests, 
as soon as they are ended and the ver- 


_ diet of the people is known, the de- 


feated faction accepts the popular de- 
cision, and sets to work to mend its 
political fences, restore all weak places 
in ite policy and wait patiently for the 
triumph which it hopes to win in the 
future, We have no fear of bloodshed 
because of political defeats, for we 


| 


know that there is virtue and patriot- 
ism and intelligence sufficient in this 
enlightened republic .to triumph over 
all differences and recognize as law the 
will of the majority of our sovereign 
citizens. And so long as this continues 
our republic will endure. 


The Leaven of Anarchy. 

Is the time approaching when phys- 
ical force will be the law of governing 
this free American republic—when the 
right of every man ‘“‘to life, liberty and 
the pursuit of happiness’’ will be un- 
recognized and disregarded? The ques- 
tion is a pertinent one, and one to be 
not lightly ignored. 

There was never a time in the his- 
tory of the country -when there were 
so many social disturbances as at the 
present. Doubtless the  largely-pro- 


_moting cause of this is the large in- 


flux of an ignorant foreign element into 
our midst, bringing with it, whether we 
recognize it or not, the leaven of an- 
archy and misrule. These new-comers 
laugh in the face of our laws. Those 
immigrants, who are made up from 
the ignorant scum. and refuse of the 
Old World, are strangers to the ideas 
and customs of this free country, and 
have no views nor principles in. sympa- 
thy with American: freedom. 

A review of the acts of this igno- 
rant and socialistic element, for the 
past few months, which is scattered 
broadcast throughout the land, eating 
the bread that rightfully belongs to the 
American laborer, and, in a’ measure, 
blocking for him the wheels of industry, 
shows that it is becoming more and 
more a disturbing elerhent in our cities, 
and a menace to the peace and safety 
of society. 

Within the past few years there has 
been a constant increase of this vi- 
tiated and dangerous infusion of igno- 
rance and anarchy into our ranks of 
labor from this foul stream of immi- 
gration. As says an Eastern. exchange: 


“In every large city today there are 
threats from audacious leaders of this 
imported class against the law, against 
our institutions, against society, against 
property, and against the lives of cit- 
izens. The American people are toler- 


— The municipal authorities are len- 
ent.”’ 


And this very leniency shown this 
class by the American people leads it 
to step out into the full light of day, 
and work boldly, without the cover of 
secrecy and darkness. 

It is but a little while since honest 
workmen in Denver, who had been 
thrown out of employment by the 
closing of the mines, were offered work 
upon the streets of the city, which 
they gladly accepted, satisfied with the 
rate of wages to be paid them, and in 
consequence they were speedily set 
upon by a crowd of ignorant Italian 
loafers, who asserted that the wages 
paid these miners by the authorities 
were not as high as they should be; 
and they commanded these laborers to 
stop work. When they refused to do 
so they murderously attacked them, 
with a view to compel them to cease. 
A short time ago a mob of Poles and 
Russians, in New York, in open. de- 
fiance of the authorities, sought to 
seize upon and appropriate the prop- 
erty of others, and it was only with 
the greatest difficulty ‘that they were 
subjugated by the police. This class 
has no regard for the rights of others, 
and their aim is to make the American 
masses so disregardful of them as them- 
selves. They regard society as their 
prey, and, vampire-like, the more of its 
life blood they can draw out the bet- 
ter are they satisfied. , 

In speaking of this fereign class of 
agitators the Cincinnati Times-Star 
very truly says: 

“They lose no chance to push them- 
selves to the front. Somehow they 
get into labor organizations. They are 
glib of tongue. Now and then they: be- 
come prominent in a trade union. They 
have their associates and co-cons)ira- 
tors in other organizations and on the 
outside. They are always urging radi- 
cal measures against employers and 
‘capital’ in general. They are usually 
found to be the instigators and pro- 
moters of boycotts. They display boy- 
cott banners on the streets and dis- 
tribute boycott circulars. They be- 
lieve in ‘physical force’ as the method 
of gaining their alleged rights, and 
the boycott is one form of physical 


force. They march in procession with 
honest labor.”’ 


Senator Perkins on Silver.

good torthe greatest number, and your 
contemplated repeal of tke objection- 
able clause of the Sherman act will 
have a new force and meaning from 
Maine to California.”’ 


Interesting Discoveries. 

Four years ago the University 0 
Pennsylvania fitted out an expedition 
for Babylonian researches. It has 
achieved some remarkable results. Ke- 


‘| ginning to dig the mounds at Naffar, it 


has uncovered the very ancient city of 
Nippur, of which frequent mention is 
made in Babylonian history. Thousands 
of little clay tablets have been un- 
earthed, and have heen forwarded to 
the University of Pennsylvania to bo 
deciphered. Relics have been found of 
the great King Sargon, who reigned 
3800 years B. C., including an inscrip- 
tion bearing this warning sign by Sar- 
gon: ‘‘Whosoever removes this inscrip- 
tion, may the god Bel and Shamas up- 
root his foundation and destroy his 
seed.’’ Among the relics are those of a 
king more ancient even than Sargon. 
This is Urumush, whose name is found 
on sixty-one tablets, and who is be- 
lieved to have been the founder of the 
city. The materials in these tablets give 
a connected history of Nippur, from 
the earliest times down to the reign of 
Nebuchadnezzar. The Philaddiphia His- 
torical Society has charge of the publi- 
cation of these facts, and further vol- 
umes from the world’s oldest history 
will be looked for with great interest. 


A bill has been introduced in the Sen- 
ate providing for the admission of the 
Territory of New Mexico as a State. 
The bill provides for a _ constitutional 
convention, to be held at Santa Fe on 
the. first Monday in December, 1894. 
The constitution adopted by the conven- 
tion is to be submitted on the first 
Tuesday after the first Monday in 
March, 1895, and if the constitution is 
shown by vote to be acceptable to the 
people of the Territory, the President 
is to be notified of the result, and re- 
quired to issue a proclamation for the 
admission of the State. The bill makes 
@* liberal allowance of land for the 
public schools and State buildings. The 
chief drawback to the admission of 


| New Mexico as a-State-—has -hitherto. 


been the existence of a large popula- 
tion of uneducated Mexicans. But with 
the diffusion of education throughout 
the Territory this difficulty is ‘being 
overcome. 


Hamilton Fish, who died in New 
York recently, at the age of 85, had 
been in public life many years. He 
was Governor of New York more than 
forty years ago, and went from that 
office to the United States Senate, 
where he served one term. He was 
Secretary of State under President 
Grant, and will be bést remembered 
as one who inaugurated the policy of 
arbitration in the settlement of the 
Alabama claims against England. That 
was a question that at one time threat- 
ened war, and its peaceful solution by 
arbitration has set an example that is 
likely to make future’ international 
wars impossible with this country. The 
son of Hamilton Fish, of the same 
name, is one of the foremost young 
men in the Empire State, dnd Iikely to 
equal; if not excel, the political honors 
that his father received. 


Civilization seems to be gradually 
making its way into the Orient, the old- 
time cradle of the race, and modern in- 
ventions are taking the place of what 
has heretofore been ancient and change- 
less. The Department of State at 
Washington has been informed by the 
Consul-General at Cairo that the Egyp- 
tian government has decided to author- 
ize the establishment of a system of 
tramways in Cairo and its environs. 
The permanent population of Cairo is 
roughly estimated at 500,000, of which 
301,000 are Europeans. In the winter 
season these figures are greatly aug- 
mented by the influx of travelers. The 
matter is already attracting the atten- 
tion of European capitalists, and it is 
predicted that there will be some com- 
petition to secure the franchise. 


Over the border in Canada riotous 
children are receiving the attention of 


the Dominion Parliament an act was 
passed providing that at 9 o’clock the 
curfew bell shall be rung in all villages 
-and towns throughout Canada, and 
that if any persons under 17 years of 
age are found on the streets after that 
hour they shall be locked up. Unless 
the parents can give a satisfactory ex- 
planation they (the parents) are to be 
fined, imprisoned, or compelled to send 
their children to a public institution, 
where they will be cared for until the 
authorities shall see fit to let them out. 
The act is said to be meeting with 
great favor in the Dominion. 


The newspapers are playing a prom- 
inent part in politics nowadays. Sena- 
tor Stewart’s charges against the Pres- 
ident are founded on articles which 
have appeared in the papers. To this 
some of the Senators take exception, 
claiming that the charges should be 
made more specific. During the dis- 
cussion, Senator Morgan made a per- 
sonal explanation in reference to an 
article which had appeared in the New 
York Times. The time has gone by 
'whenh the press of the country can be 
ignored by public men. The press, as 
long as it voices the opinion of the 
people, is the greatest power of the 
age. 


Senator Gorman of Maryland. 
flected the ideas of the Democratic 
masses yesterday, when he stated in 
the Senate that if the President were 
to be criticised with relation to his dis- 
tribution of patronage, it would be 
proper to say that Mr. Cleveland had 
been so careful in that respect that he 
had scarcely done his party justice.

JEFFRIES ACQUITTED. 


Justified in Ejecting Fiske from 
the Police Station. 


The Judge Declined to Hear Argument for 
the Defense, as the Ofiiccr’s Inno~ 
cence Mad Reen Fully 
Established. 


The trial of Police Surgeon Jeffries 
for an alleged misdemeanor, in ejecting 
C. E. Fiske from the police station, on 
the day when several waiters were ar- 
icsted for parading with obnoxicus ban- 
rers in front of Melsted’s restaurant, 
was held in Justice Austin’s court yes- 
terday afternoon. . ~ 

Cc. C. Stephens, Esq., appeared as 
counsel for the defendant, 
ant District-Attorney Conklin and W. 
H. Mitchell, Esq., looked after the peo- 
ple’s side of the case. 

The complaint, instead of alleging a 
misdemegnor, in that the defendant had 
committed battery, alleged that he did 
ccmmit a misdemoancr in that he ‘‘did 
use more force than was necessary on 
the part of a police officer.’”’ 

This form of complaint was de- 
murred to by the attorney for the de- 
fense, and a somewhat le y argu- 
ment followed. 


After the preliminary ground had 
been traveled over, C. E. Fiske, the 
complaining witness, was put upon the 
stand. Fiske testified that he was near 
by on the day of the difficulty. when 
the men were arrested in the neighbor- 
hood of Second and Main streets. He 
walked beside Sergt. Jeffries while that 
officer was on the way to the police 
station with his prisoners, and asked 
what the men had been arrested for. 
To this question Sergt. Jeffries re- 
plied that it was none of his business. 
At the station he was about to.go in 
when he was pushed to one side and 
told to keep away. After-the door had 
been closed: he entered, and, aS near as 
he could express it, he was thrown out 
of the place. Afterward he saw Mr. 
Stevens, a reporter, going in, and went 
in with him, thinking he had-the same 
right there as did Mr. Stevens. At 
this time Sergt. Jeffries swore at him, 
and forced him out again. 

On cross-examination the witness ad- 
mitted that the sergeant and another 
officer had five men to take care of 
when the sergeant told him ‘that it 
was none of his business what the men 
were arrested for. He did not tell 
Jeffries that he would make it some of 
his business. When the sergeant told 
him that he might have to run him 
(Fiske) in, he replied: ‘I will give you 
an opportunity.” .Pressed as to why he 
should have done as he did, the wit- 
ness stated that the man who at that 
time had just been arrested were 
friends of his, and he wanted to see 
what could be done for them. 

H. G. Lawson testified that he heard 
Fiske tell Sergt. Jeffries: ‘‘You dare 
not arrest me.”’ 

A large number of other. witnesses 
were examined for both sides, and the 
defendant -was the last to be heard. 
Three or four officers testified that 
Sergt. Jeffries did not use more force 
than was necessary in ejecting Fiske. 

The defendant on taking the stand 

related the most of the events of the 
day,.as had been told before. He 
stated that it was necessary not to 
permit outsiders in the police station 
when prisoners were being booked. As 
nearly as he could remember, he did 
not see Mr. Stevens in there until after 
the booking had been completed and 
the doors opened. 
' As for forcing the man out of the 
station, this was done but once. The 
man was given ample time to get out, 
and when he did not do so he. (the 
witness) politely put him out. He did 
not have any particular _ill-feeling 
against him at the time. He did mot 
use more force than was necessary. 

The evidence being all in, Assistant 
District Attorney Conklin argued the 
case for the people. He urged that it 
was an unsafe thing to do to. permit 
the few police officers who might be at 
the station to act as at an old-time 
inquisition, When a prisoner was 
Searched he should be permitted to 
have some friend present, to see how 
much money was taken from him. If 
this were not allowed, then the of- 
ficers who did the searching would be 
liable to suspicion as in a recent El 
Paso case. 

As soon as the attorney for the 
State had finished speaking, Attorney’ 
Stephens arose, and was about te be- 
gin the argument for the defense, when_ 
the cours interrupted, stating that this 
would not be necessary. If the people 
desired to introduce more evidence they 
could do so, otherwise he would de. 
cide the case at once, 

No further evidence being offered the 
court ordered that th@® case be dis- 
missed. 

The result is a complete vindication 
of the officer. All the evidence went to 
show that the man Fiske was an 
officious intermeddler, who had no busi- 
ness at the police station, and that the | 
~spad was fully justified in ejecting

British Estimate of Him 
as a Statesman. 


“The Better He is Known Ahe 
More Admired.’”’ 


Was American Through and Through, 
and a ‘Born Ruler.”’ 


‘‘The Rise of Lincoln to Pre-eminence Par- 
alleled by That of Bonaparte 
Alone’’—‘‘An Extraordi- 
nary Man.” 


Spectally Contribute! to The Times. 

Last week there was published in 
The Times a very clear and judicious 
estimate of Lincoln by Cullom of Iili- 
nois. By a singular coincidence the 
mails brought to Los Angeles on the 
same day’ of The Times issue the opin- 
ions of two eminent Englishmen in 
regard to President Lincoln, which can- 
not but be imteresting to all Americans, 
for they are not the expressions of 
party politics, for, I am sorry to Say, 
that there are still some Americans 
who judge even Lincoln by political 
prejudice, but these foreign opinions 
are the calm judgment of eminent men 
who belong to a nation which, as a 
whole, was singularly short-sighted in 
1860-65, and very inimical to the 
United States when endeavoring to re- 
store the Union. 

The first article is from the most 
important literary and critical journal 
in the world—the London Athenaeum, 


'and is a critique on the life of Abraham 


Lincoln by John T. Morse, Jr. It is be- 
lieved to have been written by Sir 
Charles Dilke. The second extract is 
from the advance sheets of a history 
of the United States by Prof. Goldwin 
Smith—a -histery written English 
The article in the Athenaeum 
of September 2 reaches’ profounder 
depths than that of Goldwin Smith, 
but both are deeply interesting, and 
in their fairness and true appreciative- 
ness, as wide as heaven from earth 
from the treatment which’ Lincoln, 
when living, in general received from 
the English press. In regard to Gold- 
win Smith's statement that Lincoln 
was “religious, but not orthodox, with 
a strong. sense of an overruling proti- 
dence, which, when he was out of 
spirits, took the shape of fatalism,”’ 
was not true of him in his later years. 
Indeed, he once spoke to me of Rev. 
Dr. Gurly (the father of Mrs. Maj. 
Kliderkin of Los Angeles) and his’ in- 
fluence over him (Lincoln) in no unmis- 
takable terms, showing that his views 
were ‘“orthodox.”’ Furthermore, he 
himself admitted that, after the baitle 
of Gettysburg, a complete change took 
place in his (Lincoln’s) religious views. 
. Extract from the London Athenaeum 
of September 2, 1893. After pronounc- 
ing Mr. Morse’s life of Lincoln as ‘‘the 
most readable and instructive which 
has yet appeared,’ the Athenaeum 
gocs on to say: 

Mr. Morse is an avowed admirer of 


Lincoln, as everyone must be who stud-, 


ies the career of that extraordinary 
man—a man.who is unique amor’ 
noteworthy Americans. Yet there is 
criticism as well as panegyric in thes. 
volumes, and both are justified. “in- 
coln’s earlier days are passed over rap- 
idly. They were days in which the 
boy’s chief needs were food and cloth- 
inz,. and these were but imperfectly 
supplied. Mr. Mcrse doe¢ not dwell at 
unnecessary léngth upon the later days 
when Lincoln was an eccentric lover, 
and became a husband almost agzinst 
his will. The rise of Lincoln to pre- 
eminence among his fellows is par- 
alleled by that of Bonaparte alone, and 
Bonaparte had advantages which were 
denied to Lincoln. 

Abraham Lincoln was born on Feb- 
ruary 12, 1809; he was assassinated on 
April 14, 1865. This work extends to 745 
pages, and the narrative of his life till 
he was elected to Congress in his 
thirty-seventh year, covers seventy- 
three pages only. Mr. Morse is well 
advised in dwelling lightly upon the 
years in which the events in Lincoln's 
eareer slightly concern the public, and 
in expatiating upon those which hap- 
pened when he was at the head of af® 
fairs. ' 

It cannot be forgotten, nor is it a 
matter fof reproach, that the Illinois 
lawyer of moderate qualifications to at- 
tain fame in his profession should have 
devoted much of his time to politics, 
and should have aimed at rising 
through them to the highest object of 
his ambition. The word ‘“politician’’ 
has a bad signification in the United 
States: but there was nothing in Lin- 
coln’s career as a politician which was 
dishonorable, .or even- disparaging to 
him. In no mere conventional phrase 
he can be pronounced a lover of his 
country: 

Lincoln was 50 years of age before he 
received an invitation to address a 
public meeting in an Eastern State. 
He had already been a member of the 
Illinois Legislature; he had been a 
member of Congress, and had made 
his mark there; his reputation in his 
own State, both as a lawyer and a pol- 
itician, was extensive, yet to him it 
was both flattering and trying to ad- 
dress his fellow-citizens in the city of 
New York. He was introduced to the 
meeting by William Cullen Bryant, the 
distinguished poet and journalist, as 
“an eminent citizen of the West, hith- 
erto known to you by reputation.” He 
impressed both his audience and the 
reading public which perused his 
speech. He addressed other Eastern 
audiences in four of the New England 
States. His first speech to a critical 
Eastern audience was made in 1859. 
He was elected President of the United 
States a year later. 

Since Lincoln was winning his way 
to the front the sectional jealousy in 
the United States has grown ‘less in- 
tense. It still exists. In bygone days 
such a man as Lincoln from Illinois 
was regarded with as unintelligent a 
curiosity as that with which the House 
of Commons regarded Dr. Franklin of 
Pennsylvania. When Lincoln became 
President there were millions of Amer- 
icans who thought their country dis- 
henored,/ At the South his election was 
held to We an adequate ground for se- 
cession from the Union, while at the 
a there were men w denounced 

im as a partisan of slavefy. Wendell 
Phillips, one of the most cultured and 
persuasive of New England orators, 
and! an abolitionist to the backbone, 
wrote an article entitled ‘‘Abraham 
Lincolh, the Slave-hound of. Jlinois,” 
while Southern’ slaveholders reviled 
him as a black Republican. He had 


nothing in common either with the 


Southerners, who held that slavery 
must be maintained forever, or with 
the fanatical Northerners, who urged 
that it must be abolished at once. In 
his attitude he showed that he com- 
binéd statesmanship and patriotism of 
the highest class. He knew scarcely 
anything of the countries outside his 
native land. He was as indifferent to 
the glories of af[Mtiquity as Cobden de- 
Clared himself to be; the thought 
which predominated in his mind was 


the maintenance of his country with its | 


unity uniggpaired, and its best tradi- 
tions unrnished. If he  conccived 
himself to have had that mission. that 
mission c@nsisted in preserving the, in- 
tegrity of the Unfted States. 

The position which Lincoln occupied 
before and after his election as Presi- 
dent, and during the sanguinary war 


*histcry. 


which followed, is distinctly set forth 
by Mr. Morse, and one of the charms 
of his work is the fairness, as well as 
clearness with which that position is 
defined. No other writer has had the 
insight and the courage to set, forth 
the incredible difficulties which Lincoln 
encountered among those who ought 
to have been his warmest friends. He 
was regarded by the statesmen cf 
Washiigton as a raw man, with whom 
they could take any liberty and to 
whom good advice must be as welcoine 
as rain in the desert. When his gpa- 
thetic endeavors to avert war were 
met with a@ scorn which was' the growth 
of bad breeding, and when the sword 
had to be reluctantly drawn, the gen- 
erals whom he appointed to conduct 
hostilities thought it their duty to scoff 
at his injunctions. By the Constitu- 
tion of his country he was their su- 
perior; but in their oyvn conceit he was 
their pupil. The struggie which en- 
sued in consequence is vividly depicted 
by Mr. Morse, and he conclusively 
shows that the statesmen and gen- 
erals who plumed themselves upon be- 
ing Lincoln's superiors found, to their 
surprise and annoyance, that he was 
a considerate, but an irresistible mas- 
ter.» 

As the war went on the conviction 
gradually took reot in the North that 
Lincoln was the greatest President 
since the days of Washington. The 
war ended and he was assassinated. 
A sadder tragedy is not recorded in 
Lincoln had ‘saved the coun- 
try by his firmness quite as much as 
any general had done by his strategy. 
A slight wavering on Lincoln’s part 
might have prolonged the war, or ren- 
dered it inconclusive. The readers of 
Mr. Morse’s work will see clearly how 
splendid were Lincoln’s serVices, and 
how many difficulties he would have 
encountered if his life had been pro- 
longed. His death was a blow which 
made the South suffer more severely 
than it did when Gen. Grant dictated 
terms of surrender at Appomattox 
Courtheuse to Gen. Lee. 

The saddest thing in all his career 
was the isolation of Lincoln after he 
sat in the Presidential chair. He had 
not a friedn to whom he could express 
his inmost thought. No European 
autccrat could be more separated from 
his fellows than this head of the North 
American republic. There is something 
pathetic in this isotation, as there is 
something praiseworthy in the patience 


Lincoln did not wear 
no crowned head had 
greater cause for feeling uneasy. It 
was his characteristic, as Mr. Morse 
well snys, to be thoroughly honest, 
net in his dealings only, but in his 
mind and thoughts; “he could never 
practice the most tempting of all de- 
ceits, a deceit against himesclf.”” Had 
‘he lived longer our country would 
have been the gainer as well as his 
own.

Washington was «¢ thor- 
oughly English in his failings as well 
as in his beset qualities. There was 


nothing Enelish in Lincoln. He was 
American through and through, and 
the North American republic would be 
the most enviable of all civilized gov- 
ernments if it could- always have at 
its head such a born ruler of his fel- 
lows as Abraham Lincoln. 


Extract from the advance sheets of 
yoldwin Smith’s “History of the 
Unitcd States.”” Prof. Smith thus 
peints his portrait of Abraham Lin- 
colin: 

Abraham Lincoln 
of the marvels of history. No land 
Sut America has produced his like. 
This destined chief of a nation in its 
most perilous hour was the scn of a 
thriftless and wandering settler, bred 
in the most sordid poverty.  He- had 
received only the rudiments of educa- 
tion, and, theugh he afterward read 
eagerly such books as were within his 
reach, it is wondérful that he should 
have attained as a speaker and writer

a.mastery of longuege and a? pure as; 


well as cf‘iective style. He could 
look back smiliing on the day when his 
long shanks appeared bare below the 
shrunken leather breeches ~which were 
his only nether garment. His frame 
Was gaunt and grotesque, but mignaty. 
He had a strong and eminently fair 
understanding, With great powers of 
patient thought, which he cultivated 
by the study of Euclid. In ali his views 
there was a simplicity which had its 
source in the simplicity of his char- 
acter. His local popularity was due 
largely to his humor and the stock of 
good stories; always pointed, though 
not always delicate, which through life 
it-was his delight to collect and repeat. 
At the same time he was mélancholy, 
touched with the pathos of human. life, 
fond of mournful poetry, ‘religious 
though not orthodox, with a strong 
sense of overruling providence, which, 
when he was out of spirits, sometimes 
took the shape of fatalism. His mel- 
ancholy was probably deepened by his 
gloomy surroundings and by misadven- 
tures in love. 3 

Admiration has risen’ to. worship, 
and Lincoln has, in the minds of some 
of his eulogists, become the greatest 
statesman and the master spirit of his 
age. He has even become a great 
strategist, though it seems almost cer- 
tain that he did harm by interfering 
or allowing his military counselcrs at 
Washington to interfere with the con- 
duct of the war. He said himself that 
he had not controlled events, but had 
been guided by them. To know how to 
be guided by events, however, if it is 
not imperial genius, is practical wis- 
dom. Léncoln’s goodness of heart, his 
sense of duty, his unselfishness, his 
freedom from vanity, his long suffer- 
ing, his simplicity, were never dis- 
turbed either by power or opposition. 


The thabit which he retained through. 


all the dark days of his Presidency of 
throwing his thoughts into the form of 
pithy stories and apologues caused him 
to be charged with levity. To the 
charge of levity no man could. be less 
open. Though he trusted in provi- 
dence, care for the public and sorrow 
for the public calamities filled his 
heart and sat visibly upon his brow. 
His State papers are excellent not only 
as political documents, but as compo- 
sitions, and are distinguished by their 
depth of human feeling and tenderness 
from those of other statesmen. He 
spoke always from his own heart to 
the heart of the people. His brief 
funeral oration over the graves of those 
who had fallen in the war is one. of 
the gems of the language. 


These tributes to the genius, patriot- 
ism and immortality of the great Presi- 
dent may well be rounded out by the 
following beautiful sonnet, written by 
Capt. FE. L. Huggins of the Minnesota 
Heavy Artillery: 

ABRAHAM LINCOLN. 

Song, legend, historv, I sean in Vain;

SMOKING INDIAN HEMP LEAVES: 


A Moderately-Harmful Vice Which is the 
Solace of the Coolies. 

Allthose who have yielded them- 
selves to the fascination of ‘Monte 
Cristo,’’ have an ineffaceable recollec- 
tion of the wonderful cave scene, in 
which the guests of Dantes are placed 
under the voluptuous influence’of hash- 
eesh, says the New Yogk Commercial- 
Advertiser. 

Hasheesh isa kind of greenish jelly 
made from hemp and cunningly fla- 
vored, and itis said by its votaries to 


afford.a very short pathway tothe most 


exquisite sensations known, and the 
penalties for its use are bitter and 
ghastly in proportion. A milder form 
ofthe intoxication producedo by hash- 
eesh follows the smoking of the leaves , 
“ganja,’’ or the hemp plant. This 
plant is grownin many parts of Asia, 
and so addictec is the Indian cooly to 
sokacing himself with its tumes that in 
in whatever part of the world he hap- 
pens to pitch nis tent, even though 
temporarily, he makes the ganja plant 
occupy a. prominent place in the little 
cultivated clearing that inevitably sur- 
rounds his ‘‘barracks.’’ Now that the 
periodic fulminations against opium 
are deprived by facts and figures of 
much of their force, the attention of 
the English government been 
diverted to the subject of ganja con- 
sumption in India. So long ago as 
187 the deleterious effects of ganja 
were Drought to the notice of the gov- 
ernment of India. The question has 
been taken up again, and local governe 
ments have been directed to inquire 
into the truth of the allegations free 
quently made that the abuse of the 
drug produces insanity and other dan- 
gerous effects, and they were requested 
toreport whether it would be expedi- 
ent to restrict the use of ganja, or to 
suppress the cultivation of the hemp 
plant altogether. Upon a careful con- 
sideration of the opinions elicited, the 
government of India has come to the 
following conclusion in regard to the 
effect of the drug: 3 

‘It does not appear to be specifically 
proved that hemp incites to crime 
more than any other drugs or spirits. 
And there is evidence to show that, on 
rare occasions, this drug, usually so 
noxious, usefully taken. 
There can,M#owever, be no doubt that 
the habitual use does tend to produce 
insanity. ‘Che total number of cases of 
insanity is smallin proportion to the 
population, and not large even in pro- 
portion to the number of ganja smok- 
ers; but ofthe cases of insanity pro- 
duced by the excessive use of drugs or 
spirits by farthe largest number must ~ 
be, attributed to the use of hemp.”’ 

Ganja cultitation has been pro- 
hibited for many years in Burmah, and 
it has lately been suggested that the 
prohibition be extended to other 
provinces of British India. The 
wisdom of this step is questioned by 
those who know the people’ and coun- 
try of India, where the practice of 
ganja smoking has existed from time 
immemorial, and among certain sects 
of Hindoos, ascetics and religious menda- 
cants hemp intoxication is habitually 
indulged ia. It would be jimpossible, 
too, to suppress the growth of the 
plant. Futhermore, it is thought that 
its prohibition might induce the use of 


still more noxious drugs. India 
abounds with plants, growing wild, 
from which drugs can be procured 


which are more deleterious in their ef- 
fects than ganja. One such plant is 
the dhatura (stremonium,) the seeds of 
which are already used to intensify the 
narcotic effects of bhang, a liquid 
preparation of hemp leaves; and if 
the use of ganja were suppressed,alt0- 
gether, dhatura might be largely re- 
sorted to by the poorer classes as 
means of satisfying their craving for 
#timulants: The probable. result of the 
present agitation will be to restrict 
the consumption of the drug as far as 
possible,

WEATHER AND CROPS. | 


The Regular Weekly Bulletin for Southern 
California. 

Following is the weather and crop. 
bulletin of the Southern California 
weather service for the week ending 
September 25: 

No material change occurred in the 
weather during the past week as com- 
pared with the ‘conditions which have 
prevailed for the past several weeks. 
The temperature ranged below the 
averages, the nights were damp, chilly 
and generally cloudy or foggy; the days 
were mostly clear with considerable 
sunshine, though not enough so to off- 
set the cool nights. The» unusually 
cool weather in Southern California has 
retarded the ripenings of raisin grapes 
to such an extent that picking is from 
a week to ten days later than usual 
in the raisin-producing sections. Not 
much has been done in the way of 
picking in the northern districts, but 
all are in readiness for the work just 
as soon as the grapes are. Raisin-mak- 
ing has begun in the southern sections 
quite actively, with the promise of a 
large crop should the weather prove 
favorable. Exchanges state that the 
crop of export brewing barley was the 


largest ever Known, Detailed reports 
follow: 
Ventura county — Bardsdale: The 


nights were quite cool and the days 
often cloudy, given indications of rain. 
The erop conditions remain favorable; 
late potatoes look very well. 

Losg Angeles county—Pasadena: Cool 
weather continues. Grapes are being 
picked and dried. The walnut crop is 
nearly ready to gather. Much land will 
be planted to deciduous fruits after the 
first rains. Duarte: The nights were 
cool and damp, and the d&ays warm and 
pleasant, conditions favorable for grow- 
ing fruits, but bad for drying, which 
continues on late peaches and prunes. 
Covina: The weather was_§ slightly 
warmer without fogs. The prune crop 
is turning out better than expected. 
Artesia: The grape crop promises to be

The Council had referred to the 
City Attorney an ordinance requiring 
trains torun not faster than six miles an 
hour. J. A. Muir of Los Angeles, the di- 
vision superintendent of the Southern Pa- 
cific and Judge Bicknell, also of Los An- 
geles, appearcd before the Council and 
stated that it would take half an hour for 
the trains to get through the city, and 
asked that the trains be allowed to run as 
usual except within half a mile of the 
depot, when they would be willing to re- 
duce the speed to fifteen miles an hour. 
The request was granted. The ordinance 
also provided that the freight trains 
should not keep the crossings blocked more 
than five minutes atatime. Mr. Muir re. 
quested that thetime be extended toten 
minutes, which was denied, and the brake- 
men and conductors can now let the peo- 
ple through without having to drive eight 
or ten blocks. 

The Council made the limit of speed 
fifteen miles asa starter, the Mayor stat- 
ing that if the trains run too fast, the 
Council would fix things to suit themselves. 

The electric lighting question was then 
brought up, and, after considerable discus- 
sion, the clerk was instructed to advertise 
for bids. It was stated that about fifteen 
arc lights would be contracted for by the 
Council, and the citizens could have others 
put in with the help of the Council. 

Ss. A. Reynolds was appointed deputy 
marshal. in order to keep bad boys who do 
not attend school from playibg around the 
new school buildings, after Which the 
Council adjourned till next Thursday. 

THE WHITTIER CASE. as

trialof R. J, Whittier, charged with rob.

RIVERSIDE COUNTY. 


Another High School Controversy Settled— 
Bad Raisin Weather. — 

Another of the high-school contro- 
versies has been settled by the Superiog 
Court, and the Vale Union High School 
must be conducted at Manifee, if at all. 
The action was brought by A. Reynolds 
against E. E. Eaton and others, trus- 
tees of the above-named school, ask- 
ing that a permanent injunction be 
granted, restraining the trustees from 
locating or conducting this school at 
Winchester. There being. no high 
school building erected at Manifee in 
which to open the High School at the 
required time, the trustees secured 
rooms at Winchester, and began the 
school there. This decision of Judge 
Noyes enjoins them permanently from 
continuing the school there. In his de- 
cision Judge Noyes says: ‘‘What Man- 
ifee is, is quite impossible for this 
court to determine. It appears, how- 
ever, that it is a certain locality within 
the Vale Union High School district, 
and consists of a school district and 
election precinct; that it has a postoffice 
and a district school.”” This place, 
which the judge is unable to tell what 
it is. is the same locality that tried 
to secure the location of the county 
seat of Riverside county at the elec- 
tion last spring. 

BAD RAISIN WEATHER. 

The raisin season is being greatly pro- 
longed because of the unfavorable 
weather. For nearly three weeks there 
have been more or less of the foggy 
mornings and cloudy or cool weather 
and humid atmosphere. There was a 
very light sprinkle of rain on Tuesday 
night, and Wednesday was too cloudy 
for the grapes to dry much. As a re- 
sult of this poor raisin weather, the 
grapes have been picked but slowly, 
and there is some fear that the quality 
of the raisins will be inferior.

Good Work in the District 
Court. 


The Deportation Mill Goes Mer- 
rily On. 


All Those Sentenced Yesterday are 
Highbinders. 


Mer- 
chants and Lottery Dealers Calls 
Forth a Stern Rebuke 
from Judge Ross.

Nine Chinamen were on trial in the 
District Court yesterday. They’ were 
all from this city, and had been ar- 
rested at the instance of the police de- 
partment as highbinders of a vicious 
and dangerous sort. Four of these 
Mongolians were discharged and five 
were deported. 

Lo Yick’s case was the first consid- 
ered. Detectives Auble and Harris tes- 
tified that Yick was known principally 
as a vender of lottery tickets. The 
Chinamen, on the other hand, offered 
evidence showing that he was a mer- 
chant. In the prosecution of his busi- 
ness he found it neccessary to buy ex- 
change on Hong Konk, and two offi- 
cers of different banks testified that 
Yick had transacted such business 
with them. Then several Chinamen 
were examined and swore positively 
that Yick had never dealt in the ubi- 


-quitous lottery tickets, notwithstand- 


ing the city detectives’ direct state- 
ment to the contrary. The evidence 
was very conflicting, but the court 
ruled in favor of the defendant and he 
was dicharged. 


In the case of Gim Kwai and Wong 
Fue the evidence was very similar to 
that of the first case. The police offi- 
cers were sure these: heathens were 
lottery ticket ‘‘fiends,”’ but, on the 
other hand, the same testimony was 
forthcoming that they weré mercnaants. 
They were discharged. 


Wong Sie Coey not only convinced 
the court that he was a merchant, but 
that he was also the agent of a San 
Franeisco loan company. He said he 
loaned money to his brother merchants 
at various rates of interest, all the way 
from 4 to 20 per cent. This Chinese 
Shylock was also discharged. 

Things were going along right 
smoothly thus far. The defendants 
showed their delight while the array of 
talent, whose perspicacity had ren- 
dered their release possible, were also 
pleased at the results obtained. The 
crowd of onlookers, whose daily pres- 
ence is an evidence of the interest 
taken in these cases were beginning 
to loose faith in the deportation law, 
— the defense went just a peg too 
ar. 

Kong Wing, a likely-looking cut- 
throat, yet, withal, a very slick appear- 
ing individual, was alone going to prove 
that he was a merchant. A witness, 
however, testified that not only did he 
know that the defendant dealt in lot- 
tery tickets, but that he (the witness) 
had purchased these illegal commodi- 
ties from said Kong Wing. Then the 
defense endeavored to try a new tack 
and prove Wing to be a drug mer- 
chant. No doubt,, at the present time 
Chinese lottery tickets are a drug on 
the market. 

But Judge Ross did not understand it 
this way. Not only that, but he plainly 
stated that things were beginning to 
lock peculiar. The court then intimated 
to the attorneys for the defense that, 
while he was unwilling to order de- 
portations in cares where the evidence 
showed the defendant a merchant, yet 
if it should later transpire that the 
court had been imposed upon, he would 
make ss summary disposition of the 
whole matter. Before any objections or 


apologies could be offered, the court or- 


dered the usual midday recess. 

The afternoon session was_ short, 
sharp and decisive. Kong Wing was 
ordered deported. Hi Chung, Yim 
Chung, Wong Him and Quan Fong 
Sing, four merry highbinders, who also 
dabbled in lottery tickets, were tried 
in short order, and in each case the 
sentence was deportation. The proof 
in each case was absolute, and practi- 
cally no defense was attempted. This 
disposed of the entire cases on the 
calendar for the day, and the court an- 
nounced an adjournment until Friday, 
September 29.
